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PREFACE 

This book is intended to supply the needful grammar, 

translation, and exercises for a boy beginning Latin, 

either at home or at a preparatory school. It covers 

the same ground and employs the same vocabulary as 

the first 26 exercises of the writer's Exercises in Latin 

f^ Prose, and is designed to meet the wishes of some 

teachers who have felt that this earliest stage requires 

^ fuller treatment. It is assumed that the beginner will 

^ have first learnt to tell the parts of speech in his own 

^ language, and the book deals with the Latin Simple 

f> Sentence and with Accidence to the end of the Begular 

Verbs. A suitable portion of grammar is printed with 

each lesson, and the whole of the Accidence used is 

summarised in clear print on a few pages at the end 

^ of the book. The special vocabularies given in the 

^ lessons are intended to be learnt, and the exercises to 

^ be written without further help. 
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Lesson 1. 

THE VERB. 

You have learnt that the Verb is a part of Speech 
which expresses being, doing, or being done to. It is 
the most important of all parts of Speech, for without it 
it is impossible to make the simplest sentence, or to put a 
thought into words that can be understood. Hence its 
name Verb, from the Latin verbum, meaning * the ' word. 

PERSON. 

You have learnt that the Subject of a Sentence is 
' that which is spoken about/ and that the Verb is the 
principal word of the Predicate, 'that which is said 
about the Subject' Now in speaking about yourself, 
you call yourself 'I*; in speaking to someone else, you 
say *you'; and in speaking about any other person, 
place, or thing, you either use its name or a Pronoun, 
*he,' 'she,' *it.* All Subjects come under one of these 
three heads, which are called the three Persons of the 
Verb: 

The First Person. The speaker. I. I love. 

The Second Person. The person spoken You. You love, 

to. 

The Third Person. The person or thing He, she, it (or He loves. 

spoken about. any name).

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And it is plain that you may speak in either person of 
one only, which is called the Singular Number, or of 
more than one, which is called the Plural Number : 

SiNOULAB KUMBBB. PlUBAL KuMBEB.

Third Person. He (or she) loves. They love. 

In the older English, as that of the Bible, the Second 
Person Singular was ' Thou lovest/ and * ye ' was used for 
• you ' in the Plural 

TENSE. 

Thus the Verb can be made to express Person and 
Number. It can also express Time, and different forms 
are used to show whether the action takes place in 
Present time (now), Past time (that has gone by), or 
Future time (that is going to be). 

These different forms are called the Tenses of the 
Verb, 

Here are three Tenses of the Verb, with Numbers and 
Persons in full : 

PiiESENT, ^ Future. Imperfect 

(a Past Tense). 

First Person, Sing. I love, or amhmng, I shall love, I was loving. 

Second Person „ Tou love, are lomng. You vnll love. You toere loving. 

Third Person ,, He loves, is loving. He will love. He was loving. 

First Person, PI. We love, are loving We shall love. We toere loving. 

Second Person „ You love, are lovin You wUl love. You were loving. 

Third Person „ They love,are loving. They will love. They were loving.

Another form of the Present Tense is used chiefly in 
asking questions, or when we have to put in the word 
'not' We do not say, Loves he? but, Does he love? 
And so also, I do not love is more usual than I love not. 

Another form of the Imperfect is, I used to love.

Future Perfect, a mixture of the Future, I shall, and 
the Perfect, I have, is used of completed action in the 
Future time. 
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Pluperfect (more than Perfect) is used of completed 

action in Past tima

MOOD. 

We have seen that a Verb has Person, Number, and 
Tense. It has also different Moods, showing the mode or 
manner in which the action is r^arded. 

These are : 

The Indicative (or pointing out) Mood, which deals 
with the action as a fact; as, I have shut the door; Have 
you shut the door t 

The Imperatiye Mood, which deals with commands 
(or requests) ; as, ShtU the door. 

The Conjunctive Mood, of which you will learn 
something later on. 

The Tenses which you have learnt above all belong to 
the Indicative Mood, but some of them are also found in 
the other Moods.

You notice that the Latin is shorter (one word instead 
of two or three), and that the different persons in the 
Singular and Plural are distinguished by a change in ihe 
ending of the word, while in English the difference is 
shown by a separate pronoun. 
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Ihese changes in the ending of the word are called 
Flexion, or Inflexion; and Latin is an inflected language, 
while English has very few inflexions, though you see 
one in the 3rd Person Singular, love-s. You notice also 
that ama- is the main body of the word, and occurs in 
nearly every person. In the first Person Singular it is 
lost in the o, amo for ama-o. This ama- is called the 
Stem of the Verb, and the last letter of the Stem is 
called the Oharacter; that is, the mark or stamp which 
shows to which of the four classes or Conjugations it 
belongs. The Stem amA- belongs to the A-Verbs, or 
First Conjugation.

THE SUBSTANTIVE. 

You have learnt that a Substantive is the name of a 
thing. 

English Substantives have no inflexions, except to 
distinguish plural from singular; as, table, tables; ox, 
oxen.^ 

Latin Substantives have six Oases distinguished by 
the ending, which is added to the Stem, and these cases 
are used, instead of some prepositions which we use in 
English, to show in what relation the Substantive stands 
towards other words in the Sentence. 

There are three Declensions of Substantives, distin- 
guished by the Character (last letter) of the Stem. 

First Declension contains Stems in A and K 
Second Declension „ Stems in 0. 

Third Declension .. { Stems in any Consonant 

* Stems in I and U. 

Latin Substantives have Oender — ^Masculine, Feminine, 
or Neuter, which is shown by meaning or by the form of 
the ending. 

The Substantive, therefore, has three Accidents — Case, 
Number, and Gender. 

^ The Possessive Case, which we write 's, as John's book, is also a 
remnant of a lost inflexion. 
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We will take first the A Stems of the First Declension, 
There are very few E Stems, and these you will learn 
presently.

EuLB L— The Subject of a Finite Verb is in the 
Nominative. 

[Finite means limited; the Finite Verb is that part of the Verb in 
which the action is limited to Persons (Ist, 2nd, or 3rd), as John will 
run; We were sitting; Birds sin^. But *to run^* ^ running^ haying no 
persons, are part of the Infinite or Unlimited Verb.] 

In order to find the Subject of a Sentence, pick out 
first the Finite Verb. Put before it the word Who ? or 
What? and 80 form a question. The answer to thi^ 
question will be the Subject of the Sentence. 

Ex. This tale toe have heard before. 

Verb, 'Have heard.' 

Question : * Who have heard ? * 
Answer: *We.' 

Therefore 'We* is the Subject, and must be Nominative. 

In the last two exercises the Subject has always been 
a Pronoun, /, you, he, she, it, or they, and this has been 
shown by the ending of the Latin word. But if tlie 
Subject is not a Pronoun, it must of course be expressed.
